The tax was originally passed in 


June 1936. It called for a graduat- 
ed levy of from 7 to 27 per cent on 
undivided corporate profits, wllh a 
corporation income tax ranging from 
8 per cent on Ihc firsl $2000 lo 15 
per cent on all in excess of $40,000. 


It was promptly denounced. Her- 


bert Hoover charged thai it tended 
lo "stifle honest enterprise, to lesson 
national assets, to help the powerful 
instead of Ihe weak, to cost men jobs." 
The United Slates Chamber of Com- 
merce assailed il as having "a relard- 
ing effect on business recovery." 


Mr, Roosevelt warmly defended it, 


declaring that "we must choose be- 
tween democracy and special privi- 
lege In taxation," and asserting thai 
lax was spread "by those who have 
used corporations in the past to build 
up their own economic power." 


A year ago Congress modified the 


law, thus bringing on thc President's 
famous speech at Arlhurdale, W. Va., 
when he lurned an address lo a high 
school gradualing class inlo a defense 
of his lax policies and asserlcd: "The 
admiriislralion docs not want large, 
closely-held corporations making large 
profits to be used as a vehicle by 
Ihc small number of their owners in 
order lo avoid legilimale income 
taxes." 


The extreme sensitivity of con- 


gressmen lo Ihe wants of war velerans 
was dcmonslraled when Congressman 
Rankin's bill to grant or increase 
benefits to more than 100,000 ' World 
War veterans or their dependents 
passed the House by a vote of 359 to 
1, It was shown even more clearly 
next day, when Minority Leader Mar- 
tin discovered thai some 20 absent 
Republicans had been mistakenly list- 
ed as paired against the bill.

as n result of thfeir Mllness, or perhaps 
as parf'of their mental disturbance, 
tney have failed to get sufficient water 
in the body. Someli'mles they are'suf- 
fering also with fever which^tends to 
make more water necessary. 


The signs of lack of fluid in the body 


are dryness of the lips,'.tongue and 
skin; a small amount of fluid passed 
from the kidneys, and even a lessened 
amount of saliva. 


Associated with the lack of writer 


there is olss of mineral salts. Most of 
the salt missing in such a case is or- 
dinary sodium chloride or common 
salt.

study of patients who were disturbed 
in association with alcoholism.

Clients of County 


Will Relieve Families of 


the Yearly Moving 


Problem 


Farmers and their families, tenants 


on some 46,000 farms in Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi and several 
thousand landowners wil! breathe a 
sigh of relief this fall because they will 
not be confronted with the yearly 
moving problem. 


Feeling that FSA clients would have 


a better opportunity to become self- 
supporting, if they did not have to 
move from one farm to another each 
year, Farm Security Administration 
officials in Region VI this year have 
sold tenants and landowners on the 
Idea of having written lenses, said T. 
R(fy Reid, regional director. 


"Annual moving from one farm to 


another costs the average tenant or 
sharecropper family about $50 a year 
and the landowner loses directly or in- 
directly at least the same amount a 
survey of the nation reveals. By ef- 
fecting the leases we believe that ten- 
ants and owners have saved about 
$4,600,000 in this region alone, if wci 
use the national average as a basis for! 
the estimate. 


"Saving of the money is just one 


way of conserving the resources of the 
tenants and the landowners and one 
of the many benefits of (lie written 
farm lease," said Mr. Reid. "The leases 
mean that the tenant will be able to 
plant cover crops to conserve the 
rented soil and to enrich it. Such a I 
practice means increased returns dur-' 
ing the following years. To the land- 
owner it means that his soil is being 
well fed—that the fertility is being 
restored ajid not mined, 
' 


If a tenant has a written lease on a 


farm for a period of a year—with the 
privilege of renewing it each year, it 
provides an incentive for him to make 
his home more attractive and inspires 
him to greater achievements. To the 
owner such care of the property means 
less repairs and a greater income. 


"In Hempstead county about 300 


farm families have written leases, said 
A. H. Wade, supervisor. 


"We feel that the Flexible Farm 


Lease, which lias been compiled by the 
Farm Security Administration, is one 
of the easiest means of bringing about 
a better understanding between the 
owners and the tenants of farm prob- 
lems. We know from experience that 
both profit by having their agreement 
'in a written form. 


"Landowners in this county, who are 


interested in giving leases to their 
tenants are invited to call or write 
the Farm Security Administration of- 
fices here," said Mr. Wade. "We have 
an. ample supply of leases and we 
shall be glad to explain the details to 
the owners and tenants."

Maund is one of those fellows who 


as a kind always wanted to be a 
railroad man. 
So he went to work 


on the Atlantic Coast Line at 14, 
and soon became a qualified engineer. 


Some 15 years ago the Georgia 


Coast and Piedmont Railroad 'was 
about to discontinue its lino from 
Collins to Glennvillc, 
Maund per- 


suaded a few townspeople at Glenn- 
villc and Rcidsville to buy the line. 
"I'll run it," he said. 


And. he has run it over since, 


making all repairs to the old wood- 
burning locomotives in his "back- 
yard roundhouse." 
He has taught 


his son, Mercer, to drive the engines 
on the line whenever he is at home 
working at maintenance. 


Right now Maund is making a new 


smokestack for one engine. 
It's a 


special type, in which the steam 
exhaust from the engine's cylinders 
whirls the wood sparks around so 
they 11 be hurnt out 
before being 


expelled, and thus won't set 
fire 


to the pine woods. 


Every morning, bright and eraly, 


Maund steps out the back door, climbs 
into the cab gets up steam, and puffs 
away 
through 
Mendes,

Tootle, Hughland and Reidsville to 
Collins. 
Then, pulling as many as 


four to eight boxcars', 
the 
train 


puffs back to Glennvillc and comes 
to rest in the Maunds' back yard-
